Churchill Tells Greeks 
FDR Approves Visit 


ATHENS, Dec. 


26.—(UP)—Prime Minister Winston Churchill 


said tonight a few hours after an apparent attempt was made on 
his life, that the British came to Greece with approval of President 
Roosevelt and Marshal’ Stalin and that all Britain wanted from 


Greece Was to see her establish a 
people through secret ballot. 


“All we want from Greece is) 


our ancient friendship,” Churchill 
said. “I and Mr. Eden (British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden) 
have come al) this way, although 
great battles are raging in Belgium 
and on the German frontier, to 
make this effort to rescue Greece 
from a miserable fate and raise 
her to a point of great fame and 
repute.” , ‘ 

A British patrol found 1,680 
pounds of German dynamite, fused 
and wired and in crates bearing 
a German manufacturer’s name, 
early today in a sewer beneath the 
entrance of the Great Britain ho- 
tel, Athens residence of Premier 
George Papandreou and Lt. ‘Gen. 
R. M. Scobie, British commander 
in Greece. 

It was believed men of the 
Greek ELAS, who oppose Papan- 
dreou’s government, placed it 
there by crawling through con- 
necting sewers running from the 
Arditos Hill area, about 1,000 
yards from the hotel. Last night 
a British patrol inspected the 
sewer and found M clear, and 
early today another found the 
dynamite cache. 

As Churchill spoke, the dull 
boom of mortar or cannon fire, @ 
sign that fighting was still con- 
tinuing in Athens, reverberated in 
the room, dimly lit by oil lamps, 
where the Greek and Allied con- 
ferees gathered. 

Churchill said that the British 
were in Greece only to carry out 
an obligation. He expressed hope 
that the ELAS forces, represented 
by three .conferees, would accept 
Scobie’s’ demand that they disarm 
their troops. and withdraw from 
the Athens Piraeus area. 

Recalling long  Anglo-Greek 
friendship and praising the Greeks 
for breaking the Italian menace in 
the eastern Mediterranean, Church- 
ill thumped the table as he spoke 
and reminded delegates that the 
eyes of the world were upon 
them. As he spoke, each sentence 
was translated into Greek. Dele- 
gates remained motionless. 

Churchill spoke for 15 minutes. 
Then Field Marshal Sir Harold 
Alexander, Allied Mediterranean 
area commander in chief, spoke 
for five minutes. He was fol- 
lowed by Dimitrius Maximos, of 
the Popular party, one of the del- 
egates selected by the Greek gov- 
ernment; Papandreou, and Dimi-

Party Dues 


Fears that Congressman Ram- 
speck’s plan of charging member- 
ship dues in the Democratic party 
would wreck the party in this one- 
party state were expressed by 
State Chairman J. Lon Duckworth. 

“IT am absolutely opposed to 
putting a $5 price on the ballot,” 
Duckworth said yesterday. “In 
Georgia, the Democratic primary 
is tantamount to election. If citi- 
zens have to pay a $5 membership 
fee to vote in this primary, they 
would leave the party.” 

Ramspeck advocated reorganiz- 
ing the Democratic party on a 
“dues paying” basis. Membership 
would be on a county unit basis, 
and each member would pay $5 a 
year. The money would be divid- 
ed for national and local use. 

While Duckworth said he had 
only newspaper information on 
the plan, he stated he would op- 
pose any plan for compulsory dues 
in the Democratic party. 

“T certainly would not favor dis- 
franchising members for nonpay- 
ment of dues,” he asserted. ‘This 
is not in keeping with the heritage 
of any political party.” 

Duckworth said it was all right 
to form dues-paying clubs within 
for those 
members who would like to volun- 
tarily pay dues for the support of 
the party. He said he would join 
such a club himself and enlist oth- 
er members. | 

The Georgia Democratic party 
is in excellént financial shape, 
however, and dées not need any 
plan that would impose member- 
ship dues on Democrats, Duck- 
worth concluded.

No Time for Absenteeism 


It is extremely difficult to understand 
how, at a time when our fighting forces 
are suffering their grimmest setbacks since 
the dark days of Bataan, absenteeism re- 
mains a vexing problem. 


Yet irreconcilable as it seems with the 
general tenor of the war news, absentee- 
ism does continue to exist, continues even 
to grow in vital war plants. 


Various communities have moved in 
various ways—and with varying degrees 
of success—to solve the problem. 


Here in Atlanta, where absenteeism is . 


currently running from five per cent on 
good days to 12 per cent on bad ones, an 


intelligent effort is currently underway to 
study and analyze the evil. 


Labor and industry representatives, 
along with members of the ministry, gov- 
ernment and other interested civic leaders, 
are engaged in a series of conferences aim- 
ed at bringing out all contributing factors 
to absenteeism and working out, if pos- 
sible, a solution whereby they may be 
eliminated. 


It is a commendable attempt to speed 
the production so necessary for victory 
and, being the entire community’s prob- 
lem, will be watched with more than pass- 
ing interest by every patriotic Atlantan. 


In times’ like these, absenteeism—for 
anything except absolutely essential rea- 
sons—is incongruous and inexcusable, 


Patriotic---and Prosperous---Production 


It has been, from the standpoint of 
working conditions, a bad year for Georgia 
farmers. 


Labor hes been scarce, machinery 
virtually unobtainable, and the weather- 
man, from time to time, unco-operative. 


Nevertheless; declares the University’s 
Extension Service in its annual crop report 
issued this morning, production this year 
exceeds all previous years except one, 1919, 


The total value of crops grown this year 
in Georgia is accurately estimated at $372,- 
868,000. That is an average overall yield of 
approximately $44 for each of the state’s 
8,602,400 cultivated acres and, while this is 


yet far from favorable in comparison with 
some other agricultural states, it is two or 
three times the average per acre income 
the state has known in the not too distant 
past. 3 


“Farmers have done a splendid job in 
planting, cultivating and harvesting the 
1944 crop from a total crop acreage that 
was necessarily the smallest in years,” 
reports the Extension Service. 


It is an inescapable conclusion in which 
all Georgians join: 


Georgia farmers have done a good 
year's work ,,. a patriotic and a pros- 
perous one. 


Is Intelligence Service at Fault? 


Observers on the First Army front in 
the west are broadly implying, even flatly 
stating in some instances, that the German 
breakthrough in Belgium and Luxembourg 
is due either to a failure of U. S. Intelli- 
gence service or to failure of our command 
to give proper credit to reports of German 
concentrations. 


Similarly, there is now a report that 
the British trouble in Greece is primarily 
due to misinformation on the political and 
military strength of the EAM. Again, a 
failure of Allied intelligence, in the case 
of Greece of British intelligerice service. 


Such placing of blame, however, is not 
in accord with ‘the widespread belief in 
the dependability of the intelligence serv- 
* $ces of either nation, especially the British, 
both in this war and in the first World 
War. ; 


Whatever the reason, it is apparent 
British policy has fumbled the Grecian 
situation. It is probable that the effort to 
disarm the ELAS, by force if necessary, 
was based upon the belief that it repre- 


sented only the underworld fringe of the 
Greek Forces of Liberation. It is evident, 
now, that it is a real and powerful Greek 
faction which will have to be given full 
voice in any determination of future Greek 
government or affairs. 


The obvious course ‘of wisdom for the 
British government, is to seek a compro- 
mise with the embattled ELAS. If Church- 
ill, for instance, made a formal statement 
to the whole Greek people, explaining 
British position and agreeing to a non- 
punitive armistice, together with oppor- 
tunity for full EAM voice in the’selection 
of a new Greek government, the ELAS 
might accept this and, in return, surrender 
their arms. 


If the Churchill government does not 
take some such step, it places itself in 
extremely precarious situation, object of 
the strong disapproval, even condemnation 
of a large majority of the English people 
themselves. It is already evident that Eng- 
lishmen as a whole do not support the 
present British government policy in 
Greece.

They 
can now boast that they built the 


‘network of air and naval bases in 


the Pacific that pushed the Japs 
back 3,000 miles; that they devel- 
oped’ amphibious equipment and 
techniques that helped carry the 
day on the African, Sicilian, Ital- 
ian and Normandy beachheads.

Race Track Close 
Was Long Overdue 


% They have closed up the horse tracks and 
ie. st one wonders why they didn’t do that long ago, 
; the horse track business being a sordid one at 
best, with nothing at all to recommend it. 


Here and there a yelp of pained protest was heard on the balmy 
air, but for the most part the reaction of those citizens who thought 
ab@ut it at all was expressed in one word, “good.” 


The horse track people immediately will begin to ask why they 
were picked out for wartime suppression, and this illustrates better 
than anything else theséact that the ethics of the horse tracks is, by 
and large, along the line that anything one can get by with is 
entirely legal. 


The horse track squawk likely will take the line that England 
has maintained horse racing. That is not true because England 
doesn’t have horse racing as we know it. They do have two or 
three big races each year, but they are one-day affairs. They in- 
volve no great amount of travel. No special trains run and, in war- 
time, most of the crowd in attendance have come by foot or on 
bicycles. Also, these races have practically disappeared. 


There is no comparison with our system of racing seasons ex- 
tending over several months in each region, the shortest “season” 
being. one of several weeks. 


Tr avel Also, almost without exception, the horse tracks are some 

distance from the centers of population. They, there- 
“fore, require large fleets of private cars, taxicabs, buses and, in 
some regions, special trains to carry the crowds. 


The American horse tracks used up more gasoline than oats and 
in wartime there can be no argument about them being a 100 
per cent liability. In peacetime they serve as a focal point for the 
parasitic gambling crowd of social and underworld connections, the 
latter predominating. ' : 


At least two-thirds of the Norse business has underworld con- 


nections or taints, and even in peacetime there isn’t much excuse 


for it. The horses are beautiful, if you go to the better tracks,. At 
the smaller tracks you see the horses that have been burned out 
at the big tracks or those never good enough to run there. It is 
at these tracks that conditions of gambling and touting and “fixing” 
are worse. 


It is a commentary on the whole horse track business that 
special provisions have to be taken to prevent doping of the jockeys. 
This is true even at the most superior tracks, the saliva test for 
horses being standard practice in the antidoping campaign. 


But, as I said, the horses do look beautiful and the tracks are 
well kept and the lawns manicured and decorated with these big 
sun umbrellas at tables where one may sit and soak up the “atmos- 
tanec It is all very luxurious, in keeping with other gambling 

usinesses, 


That, in the final analysis, is all the horse track business is— 

a gambling business. The better tracks are luxurious as the big- 

time gambling houses are richly furnished. The little tracks com- 
pare in atmosphere with the back-room pool table crap game. 

Baseball There will be some who will ask about baseball. My 

answer to that is that baseball has kept its hands 

clean. It is a sport requiring no expenditures of gasoline. The 


parks are on the regular transportation lines and crowds get there 
in the old-fashioned way. 


Also, while some few ball players may have chiseled on their 
war status, the game has sent most of its better players into service. 


The players left have been 4-F’s with legitimate deferments, or 
they have been old-timers or kids. The last World Series showed 
to what low standards the game had dropped. The series was one 
that the Dixie Series would have thought poor in ordinary years. 


So, baseball can stand up iin the court of the present or the 
future and feel all right about itself. If the War Department thinks 
baseball should halt, it will halt. I hope it won’t have to because 
it has a good, decent, honest place in our national life and it does 
not get in the way of the war. 

College football, with games once a week for about three months, 
has a pretty good pair of legs to stand on. The bowl games seem 
quite unnecessary, but that is not the fault of football. They haven’t 
been told to cut them out. When, and if they are so told, they 
will do so with good grace. 

But, to get rid of the horse tracks, makes the atmosphere seem 
a lot cleaner and refreshing. 


The general reaction is, “good.”

Nazi Counterblow 
To Speed Victory 


WASHINGTON .—Secretary of War Stimson 
ke. has expressed the view taken by a numbér of 
a military analysts that the present German offen- 
sive in France and Belgium “will definitely shorten the war.” 

It may be too early to appraise the full effect of Field Marshal 
von Rundstedt’s drive, but back of Mr. Stimson’s statement is the 
thought that the Germans may be overstepping themselves in a 
final burst of action, just as they did in 1918. 

Regardless of whatever degree of success that may be attained 
by the Germans in the initial phase of their efforts, war observers 
are agreed that the simple military logistics of the situation will 
work against the Reich in the long run. 

Hitler and his generals, it is beliéved, just do not have the mane 

wer or the materials to launch an offensive of the scope that has 

een undertaken. The result should be to weaken Germany's 
capacity for resistance in the end. 

Consequently, when the time comes for the Allies to mount 
their own great offensive for bringing the war to an end, as we 
are now planning to do, we may find that the task has been made 
much simpler by the waste of German resources involved in the 
present drive. 

That is precisely what happened in 1918. In some the 
counterattack of von Rundstedt today is reminiscent of the final 
fateful events of the last World War. 

Then, as apparently now, the German high command had de 
termined upon “one tremendous effort, a concentration of every man 
and gun available, a super-Napoleonic campaign for a super-Na- 
poleonic victory,” according to the Literary Digest History of the 
World War. ee 

After a period of two months’ preparation, during which sup- 

lies and men were brought up from Russia, Austria, Romania and 
taly, the Germans threw an estimated 750,000 against some 285,000 
surprised British along a 50-mile front, British lines were broken 
by the impact of the mighty offensive and for a time it looked as 
though nothing could save the Allies. 
_ But the Germans began to lose meager gs after their first great 
lunge. They kept trying, first at one point and then another.’ The 
superb quality and superior force of Allied fighting men proved 
the decisive factor in the end. 


: By gnid-July of 1918, some four months after 
Matter of Time the German offensive had started, Ludendorff 
was turned back. The initiative passed to the Allies and from then 
on it was merely a matter of time before German resistance would 
cease. 

What ‘Ludendorff, the German commander then, did was to 
gamble all of his reserves an one supreme effort. When that failed, 
the Germans were through. | 

German strength today is said by Allied intelligence sources to 
be nothing comparable to the force which Ludendorff had at his 
command on that dawn of March 21, 1918, when the supreme effort 
was launched against the British. 

Having less to gamble with today, the Germans therefore stand 
to lose more. When the force of the present offensive is spent, 
the way should be open for us to launch our counterdrive with 
greater facility. |

e Russians have ten assure € announ¢ement 
from Moscow the other day that a great new offensive against the 
heart of Germany from the east, mig eong’é Poland, will get under 
way shortly. We have been waiting for the Red Army to get into 
action with its customary winter campaign. 

Reasons for the delay this year are undoubtedly due to the fact 
that the hard freeze of winter comes a month later in Poland than 
it does along the lower reaches of the Volga near Stalingrad, the 
drive for whosé.liberation had already been well advanced by this 
time two years ago. 

The new Russian winter offensive may, in fact, already have 
started. When it does come, the pressure will be taken off our 
forces on the western front. Then a relentless drive will start against 
the Reich from two sides.

That genera- 
tion, now in its middle 40s and pressing toward 50, occupies a posi- 
tion of influence throughout the land. : 


There has been a disappointing 
series of events in Europe—in 
Belgium, in Italy, in Greece and 
Poland—occasioned by the strug- 
gies of weary and subjugated peo- 
ples to catch at the hope of self- 
government again and their clash 
with those who would order the 
process of regeneration in a more 
practical way. It is a natural de- 
velopment, unfortunate as it is. 
There are good intentions on both 
sides, though restrained by the 
practical necessities, most of them 
growing out of the fact that the 
war still is on, and in its bitter- 
est phase, and military considera- 
tions are paramount. 


These events have caused a 


wave of disillusionment, and 
earlier than the last time. 

But this must be fought against 
by men and women, within them- 
selves. This is a plea for the 
American people to keep their 
shi so much is at 
stake. 

The story, and it is a personal 
one, is about one who was a young 
moan at the time of the last war. 
Like a good many, he did not get 
into the fighting in Europe, and 
in this respect the story differs 
from a great many others. He 
registered for the draft in July, 
1918, entered one of those S. A.

The young man received the $60 
cash bonus that everybody . got, 
went home and hack to college, 
apending the $60 to buy a dress 
suit for the returning social col- 
lege events of peace. This equip- 
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ment he sold when he left college 
to a fraternity brother for $25, 
who in turn sold it to the young 
man’s own brother when he en- 
tered later for $35, showing that 
college education has its practical 
aspects, despite the critics. 

he young man was imbued 
with the ideals for the world an- 
nounced by Woodrow Wilson who 
was a veritable god in the south 
where the young man lived. It 
was in his mind, truly, a war to 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. He saw this dream shat- 
tered and came to Washington, as 
@ newspaper reporter, in the early 
20s, and there got the complete 
dose of disillusionment. 

He saw “Journey's End,” writ- 
ten by a sensitive Englishman, and 
“What Price Glory,” written by 
a despairing American soldier who 
had lost a leg in France. He read 
John Dos Passos’ “Three Soldiers” 
and Ernest Hemingway’s “The Sun 
Also Rises” and the other bitter 
books of those days. 

Very naturally he became an iso- 
lationist, like so many others, and 
his belief in a resplendent, shin- 
ing America, living to herself, was 
bolstered when the senate muni- 
tions investigation came _ along 
with its story, only a part of the 
truth, about the big, fat boys and 
the munitions makers causing 
wars. They tried to prove we had 
been duped. 

The New Deal came in on this 
wave, and its doctrine, with which 
the now somewhat older man 
heartily agreed, was to rebuild 
America and forget the rest of the 
world, or, as one of its brilliant 
stars put it in the title of the 
book he wrote only so late as 
1938, “Save America First.” 

Almost up to the time of Pear! 
Harbor the central figure in this 
story remained an _ isolationist, 
but in the better sense, for he 
knew full well that this country 
could not live alone. He just ab- 
horred the thought of war, as so 
many millions of. others did. 
Then, with a shock, he saw how 
wrong he had been. Again, as 
when he worshipped at the shrine 
of Woodrow Wilson, he saw that 
something must come from this 
terrible ordeal, and he tame to 
feel very, very strongly about it. 
Again, he was almost a zealot, as 
he had been so many years before. 

He had a queazy feeling with 
the recent manifestations of pow- 
er politics in Europe. 

But he feels that the leadership 
of this nation, with the backing of 
sO many earnest people, can be 
exerted to keep this to a minimum. 
And that we can come out of this 
war, if we only have faith and 
speak up, with something that 
will make this, gradually, a better

~ Can We 
Turn Back?

The disagreements in interna- 


‘|tional policy between this -nation 


and Great Britain are only the 
forerunners of greater disagree- 
mejyits which are certain to emerge 
at any further world conference 
set up to establish permanent 
world government and péace. It 
is likely that from now on the 
conflicts ‘will be less between the 
United States and Russia, as many 
people have supposed, than be- 
tween this country and Great 
Britain, 


This is so begause the Great 
Britain of the past can continue 
to rest only if the world returns 


to the status quo of 1939. If Great| 


Britain could succeed in turning 
back the clock to 1913, she would 
deriv? even greater advantages 
and security. The only difficulty 
is that few other nations in the 
world desire re-establishment of 
the status quo and many of them 
are prepared to fight against it. 

The British policy exhibited in 
Belgium and Italy, in Greece and 
with ard to eg is a 
policy dictated to Great Britain 
by the circumstances of history 
and a changing world. She has 
no choice if the Empire is to con- 
tinue intact with its colonial rev- 
enues, its merchant marine. In 
Winston Churchill and many lead- 
ers of the Tory party this policy 
finds the people instruments for 
its expression, 


In the changing values of the 
war, the fact is frequently over- 
looked that Mr; Churchill, despite 
the variety of partly labels he has 
worn from time to time, was and 
still is one of the blackest Tories 
in England. He is an old-fashioned 
Kipling Tory who in his heart, I 
suspect, still believes in all the 
nonsense of “the white man’s bur- 
den.” As a young man he sup- 
ported ardently most of the more 
outrageous tmperialistic activities 
of his country. During middle. 
age and afterward, he fought bit- 
terly against the Indian Constitu- 
tiom and the settlement brought 
about the establishment of the 
Irish Free State. When the whole 
story is written it will become 
clear, I think, that it was Mr. 
Churchill himself who sabotaged 
the settlement so nearly achieved 
by the Cripps mission at Delhi. 
He has already spoken his mind 
belligerently concerning the return 
of Hongkong to China. There is 
nothing new in his attempt to re- 
duce Belgium, Italy and Greece 
to the status of a semicolonial peo- 
ple, dependent economically and 
politically upon Great Britain. The 
important thing is that, speaking 
generally, what is good for Great 
Britain at this point in history is 
bad for the rest of the world. 


For few people understand what 
Great Britain really is and that, 
unlike this country or Russia, itis 
not all of a piece. It is three 
things (1) The United Kingdom 
which includes England, Wales, 
Scotland and -North: Ireland, (2) 
The British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, comprising Canada, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zea- 
land, (3) The British Empire, 
which includes India, Malaya, Bur- 
ma, large sections of Africa and 
various outlying territories and 
islands held by her principally to 
promote trade and defend her 
trade routes, 

As of today, this complex and 
triple structure is a somewhat 
ramshackle affair, imperilled on 
all sides in a shrunken world dis- 
rupted by new and revolutionary 
ideas of economics, of politics and 
of- race. The United Kingdom, 
once the head and heart of the 
organism, is no longer an impreg- 
nable island fortress; it is little 
more than an island dependency 
of the continent of Europe, sub- 
ject to destruction by the planes 
and long-range weapons of even a 
mediocre nature. The Common- 
wealth of Nations, once tied close- 
ly to. the United Kingdom by the 
necessities of economy and de- 
fense, is growing constantly more 
restless and its component parts 
more independent. ‘Economically 
speaking, none of the common- 
wealth or dominions is any longer 
willing to consider deals which 
benefit any nations but themselves 
as to defense. New Zealand and 
Australia have found that the 
power of the British fleet to de- 
fend them is no more than a 
shadow. 

‘As to the empire, India is in a 
state of smouldering revolt and 
the other colonies of the New Asia 
are unlikely to submit in the fu- 
ture to the economic exploitation 
at the political subjection of the 
past. North African colonies less 
able to rebel, are comparatively 
poor and in some respects more of 
a liability than an, asset. Add to 
this the vast financial drains of 
two world wars upon the money 
of the United Kingdom and the 
shift of world banking domination 
from London to New York and 
the picture becomes clear, as clear 
as the reasons why Churchill must 
fight to turn back the clock and 
attempt to re-establish a world 
which no longer exists. 

Much of Mr. Churchill's policy 
and action is bluff, based upon 
the assumption of a power, a 
wealth and a unity which are no 
longer realities. As General Smuts 
has hinted broadly, the power of 
Great Britain exists in exact re- 
lation to the degree in which this 
country is willing to support her. 
All of these facts must be under- 
stood and must play. a part in all 
our actions at any peace settle- 
ment—if we really want the peace 
and the world order we are all 
No permanent 
eace can be established upon a 

desi to turn back his- 
for the sake of one nation. 
one of this is written in der- 
heroism of the 
British people or of Mr. Churchill's 
courageous leadership in time of 
England's peril. History has al- 
ready crystallized the great story. 
I enly suggest that if. we genu- 
inely desire a peace that will en- 
dure and a world government 
which really functions, it must be 
built upon the fact and the dic- 
tates of reality. One thing is cer- 
tain—the clock cannot be turned 
back and any attempt to turn it 
back will only end in more wars 


and disasters.

Allied Conflicts Jeopardizing Hopes ‘for Peace 


Wars are won or lost by a com- 
bination of military and political 
means. 

In military affairs, given ap- 
proximately equal intelligence of 
military leaders on both sides, and 
no egregious errors of planning 
and strategy, the issue is a test 
of strength, as measured in man- 
power, and weight and efficiency 
of weapons, In that test, either 
one defeats the enemy or is de- 
feated by him, 

But war is also politics. And in 
the sphere of political warfare, 
one side is never defeated by the 
other, but always, if defeated, by 


itself. This may seem a startling 
statement, but it can be demon- 
strated in this war. 

During 1942 Mr, Churchill open- 


lly chortled in a speech enumerat- 


ing political mistakes that Hitler 
had made in conquered countries. 
Mr. Churchill at that time confess- 
ed having feared that Hitler might 
have won over the sympathy and 
support of occupied Europe. But, 
with relief, he noted that the Nazis 
had committed every conceivable 
blunder, and antagonized Europe 
from end to end, 

If we go farther back, and as- 
sume Hitler would. have liked to 
dominate Europe ‘without a war, 
it seems clear that when he stood 
in Prague, without western Eu- 
rope moving a weapon, he could 
have captured Europe on the pa- 
cifist line, with only slight modi- 
fications of his domestic policy. 

This column is not written to 
rejoice over the mistakes of our 
enemies, but to illustrate my point 
—namely that our enemies cannot 
defeat us in the political sphere, 
but we can certainly defeat our- 
selves, and are well on the way 
to doing it. 

The cumulative divisions and 
irritations that have grown up be- 
tween the Allies’ are not the re- 
sult of German propaganda or 
diplomacy. Our enemies, in fact, 
are almost the only force which 
minimizes these irritations,, When 
Dr. Goebbels rejoices over state- 
ments of policies emanating from 
Washington, Moscow, or London, 
we think twice before we go far- 
ther. The Morgenthau plan was 
God’s gift to the German resist- 
ance, and when we saw that, we 
stopped it, There are many simi- 
lar illustrations, 

The Greek and the Polish situa- 
tions have not been created by 
our enemies—to say nothing of 
the quarrel around the person of 
Count Sforza. These conflicts 
among the Big Three are self- 
engineered. They are, of course, 
immensely exploited by. the ene- 
my. They are the real secret 
weapon of the enemy, a retarded 
time-bomb, and the enemy, fight- 
ing for time, is waiting for the 


explosion, But he did not lay the 
bomb, nor can he ignite the fuse. 
Only we can do it for him. 

What precautions have we tak- 
en to prevent political differences 
from paralyzing the success of 
our armed forces? 

President Roosevelt wanted to 
take one universal precaution, 
which was not to raise the ques- 
tion of frontiers, or the internal 
competition of future European 
governments, for the duration of 
hostilities. 

But this‘ precaution contained 
a large shot of wishful thinking. 
Political issues arise in the wake 


of military campaigns. A liberat- 
ed country cannot be kept in a 
political vacuum. Mr, Roosevelt— 
and originally Mr. Churchill—had 
the idea that this vacuum should 
be filled with reference to certain 
principles, and these were laid 
down in the Atlantic Charter. But 
hardly was there a three-ally war, 
than each of the members of the 
coalition began to interpret the 
Atlantic Charter as it pleased. The

But again, the hegotiators at- 
tempted to take precautions. They 
negotiated secretly. This also 
failed. Since none of the negotia- 
tors was completely satisfied with 
results, and since the governments 
of the small countries negotiated 
about were much less satisfied 
and in some cases deeply alarmed, 
each took his case to the public. 


All used the press, directly, or 
through leaks. The Soviet Union, 
for instance, nas repeatedly used 
the Soviet press—with various de- 
grees of authoritativeness, to bring 
pressure for its views. Mr. Church- 
ill has used his own speeches be- 
fore the house of commons, Re- 
cently our own government used 
a press release of Mr. Stettinius. 
And everyone is providing jour- 
nalists with the “inside dope.” So 
suddenly, in the midst of a great 
German counteroffensive, we have 
revelations calculated to blow the 
roof off. 


I doubt the exactitude of most 
of these revelations. But exact 
or not, they are worth whole divi- 
sions to the enemy. ussion 
of policies is one thing, but the 
wholesale revelation of rifts ought 
to stop.

authorization to plunge the state into debt.” 


This was the governor’s answer 
last night to a proposal by J. Knox 
Gholston, of Comer, member of 
the state highway board, that the 
board be taken from under the 
governor’s control and reoorgan- 
ized. Gholston’s chief complaint 
was that road funds are unequally 
distributed because of a system 
placed into law by former gov- 
ernors and legislatures. 


“If the general assembly desires 
to change the apportionment of 
road moneys to the counties, I 
have no objections,” Gov. Arnall | 
said. “Instead of changing the 
organization of the department, 
which is working so splendidly, I 
think we should continue to give 
consideration to plans for a great 
highway development program in 
our state.” 


Declaring ‘the present adminis- 
tration is not distributing highway 
funds by “political pull,” Gov. 
Arnall said: 

“The state Highway Department 
of Georgia is operating honestly 
and efficiently, and I am proud 
of the fine job being done for the 
people of Georgia. The criticism 
of Mr. Gholston, a member of the 
board, whom I had the pleasure 


friend Knox Gholston,.” 

“After the war we expect to 
launch the largest state road build- 
ing program in history,” Gov, Ar- 
nall asserted. “It is important that 
the highway department remain 
accountable to the governor and 
the budget commission in matters 
of finance. I am pleased with the 
composition of the board and the 
organization of the department, 
and I will actively oppose any 
change in its operation or compo- 
sition. 

“For the first time in recent 
years, the highway department is 
out of debt,” the Governor contin- 
ued. “The people expect me to 
keep it out of debt with the con- 
tinued fine co-operation of High- 
way Director Clay and the board, 
There is no graft or corruption in 
the highway department, and if 
any occurs criminal action will be 
instituted. Mr. Gholston’s main 
complain seems to be that some 
counties in Georgia, under the 
law, receive more money from the 
state than do others. If the gen- 
eral assembly desires to change 
the apportionment of road monies 
to the counties, I have no ebjec- 
tions. 

“Mr. Gholston is a loyal and es-

Gholston’s plan failed to win 
any support from the highway 
board’s,legislative committee. John 
Bouhan, of Savannah, legislative 
chairman, said last night the com- 
mittee had rejected the Gholston 
proposal. He said the committee 
favors the present plan of naming 
board members and the director. 
Bouhan termed Gholston’s pro- 
posal for distributing state funds 
as “impractical.” Some counties 
need more road funds because 
their roads bear the heaviest traf- 
fic, he observed. Some need great- 
er amounts of road funds, because 
construction costs in one section 
of the state are greater than in 
other sections, 


Bouhan said Gholston obviously 
was hitting politics in former ad- 
ministrations, because the present 
administration has added less than 
10 miles to the state system. Mile- 
age was added where needed for 
the war effort, he said. . 

Gov. Arnall pointed out that for 
the first time in a number of years 
the highway board has refused to 
put on state aid roads mileage for 
particular counties, The depart- 
ment is being run according to law 
and in the interest of all the peo- 
ple, he stated. Arnall said if it 
were in. his power to appoint a 
new board, he would reappoint 
Director Clay and the entire pres-

Following a meeting with Mayor 


personnel managers, union repre- 
sentatives and clergymen laid 
plans for a drive designed to “sell 
every worker on his own personal 
responsibility to stay on his job 
and do his bit for victory.” 

A special committee represent- 
ing cross-sections of employers and 
employes will take to the radio, 


newspapers, the pulpits and use 
other means to reduce absenteeism 
and instill a greater sense of re- 
sponsibility into workers. 

Hartsfield will select the com- 
mittee, and will stress the impor- 
tance of Negro preachers in the 
effort to cut absenteeism not only 
in war plants but in other lines 
of activity. 

GENERAL DISCUSSION 

In a general discussi of absen- 
teeism and its causes, the follow- 
ing facts were developed at yes- 
terday’s conference: 

1, War plant workers living from 
30 to 40 miles from plants drive 
to their jobs and have far less 
loss of time than those living near 
the plants in which they are em- 
ployed. 

2. Returning veterans, who of- 
ten have seen action overseas and 
in many cases have been wound- 
ed, is a faithful worker for the 
first few weeks, but his absentee- 
ism record then rises to the gen- 
eral level of his fellow workers. 


3. Absenteeism is less on pay 
day. The worker gets to the plant 
for his money, but it rises imme- 
diately after he gets his check, 
with Saturdays and Sundays be- 
se the most favored days for lay- 
offs. 

4. Absenteeism is about divided 
equally as between men and wom- 
en, except where there is a short- 
age of nursery facilities. In the 
latter instance, more women are 
absent. 

5. Absenteeism runs about three 
per cent higher among Negroes 
than among white workers. 

6. Only from 25 to 65 per cent 
of those who fail to appear for 
tty call their plants to explain 


why. 
| OPTIMISM WAVES 

7. Each new wave of optimism 
over the end* of the war skyrock- 
ets absenteeism in war plants, but 
decreases it in other employments. 

Expressing a belief that there 
“is enough character left in the 
hearts of our people to respond to 
this clarion call back to work,” 
Dr. Louie D. Newton, who attend- 
ed the conference issued this state- 
ment: 

“Without entering upon the rea- 
sons for absenteeism — reasons 
which vary all the way from ill- 
ness to drunkenness and an 
alarming indifference to what may 
happen to one’s neighbor—the 
consensus in the mayor’s confer- 
ence was simply this: That every 
last mother’s son and daughter of 
us sustains a personal responsi- 
bility in this crisis, and that we 
can still lose this war if enough 
of us play into the hands of the 
enemy by our failure to be at o 
post of duty,” Newton said. — 

“Except when we are providen- 
tially hindered, we should be at 
our posts of duty, and be there to 
do the .best we can to outwork

POWER REBATE 
TO BENEFIT CITY 


Atlanta’s city treasury will 
be swelled another $17,500 
when the year ends because of 
an order issued by the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commis- 
sion that power companies re- 
fund December, 1944, bills to 
domestic customers and street 
light users.

Atlanta and DeKalb county gov- 
ernments can contract to imple- 
ment the Hospital Authority to 
the exclusion of Fulton county 


citizens residing outside the cor- 
porate limits of Atlanta, Assis ‘eat 
City Attorney Bond Almand has 
ruled in an opinion submitted to 
Mayor Hartsfield 

If Fulton county fails to join 
the authority, and elects to erect 
its own hospitals or to contract 
with -existing private hospitals, 
using public tax funds for that 
jurpose, such county-established 
institution or such hospital would 
be forced to admit any citizen of 
Fulton county—even citizens of 
Atlanta living in Fulton county— 
Almand holds. 

The question of the right of the 
city and DeKalb county to activate 
the Hospital Authority arose last 
week when Fulton commissioners, 
by three to two, demanded another 
referendum before they would 
levy a special county-wide tax for 
hospital purposes. 

Almand’s two-page opinion, 
which he submitted to Hartsfield, 
clearly sets out that Atlanta could 
enter into a contract for hospital 
services with the authority to the 
exclusion of both Fulton and De- 
Kalb counties, if that seemed de- 
sirable. 

At the time, there was some 
discussion as to Whether Fulton 
county could then provide hospital 
facilities for its citizens residing 
outside the Atlanta city limits to 
the exclusion’ of Atlanta citizens. 

Almand is convinced that the 
county could not use general tax 
funds for operation of a hospital 
unless all citizens of the county 
from ‘which the taxes are collect- 
ed were admitted on the same 
basis. 

He is further of the opinion that 
the county cannot tax funds for 
services or other facilities if such 
are restricted solely to the use of 
nonresidents of that portion of At- 
lanta which lies in Fulton county.

Byrnes Order 
Will Affect 
College Sports 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—()— 
College athletics as well as pro- 
fessional sports will be hit by 
Jimmy Byrnes’ crackdown on 4-F 
athletes. 3 

College stars in this classifica- 
tion will be reviewed by Selective 
Service right along with profes- 
sional athletes. 

This interpretation came today 
from the Office of the War Mo- 
bilization director, who has asked 
Selective Service to check the phy- 
sical qualifications of professional 
athletes in view of the manpower 
shortage. 

College athletics were not men- 
tioned in Byrnes’ letter to Selec- 
tive Service Director Hershey, but 
the White House explained today 
that “it applies to everybody.” 

Asked specifically if that meant 
college athletes who are 4-F, 
Byrnes’ office said that it does. 

Almost every college in the coun- 
try still participating in wartime 
sports will feel the effect. , 

Football in particular is vulner- 
able. Teams playing in Bowl 
games New Year’s Day are spear- 
headed by athletes who have been 
rejected for service. 

In many instances, a 4-F plays 
alongside a service trainee. 

But another phase of Byrnes’ 
double-barrelled action in which 
he cracked down on all horse and 
dog racing, will not be applied to 
college sports. 

In calling on race tracks to close 
up, Byrnes pointed out that urgent- 
ly needed transportation facilities 
were being used at the tracks. 

There is no intention at, this 
time of extending this transporta- 
tion restriction to big college foot- 
ball games, Byrnes’ office said. 

This apparently leaves the Bow] 
games free to be played without 
further government limitations, 
and games next fall may not be 
affected. j
